in all this eity of 
Dix on, with its patriotic org anizations 
of ladies, we learn th a t only one woman 
v oted at th e election last week.

came boldly to the polls and v oted, 
tier nam e is on the record: Emma 
My ers.

It is just as easy to tell the ago of an 
oyster hy looking at its shell as it is to 
ascertain the age of a horse by exam in­ 
ing its teeth, or a tree hy inspecting 
the circles revealed by the ax or saw 
when it is laid low. When the oyster i.- 
8 months old, it is as big as a' dime: 
when 1 year old, it will cover a silver 
half dollar, and when 2 years old, will 
be about the circumference of a silver 
m other j dollar. 
The oyster, unlike the crab, is not 
Obliged to seek new quarters or build a 
new house every time he grows appre­ 
ciably. I he extensions that he puts on 
his house are clearly marked by a well 
defined ridge. 
Oysters are esteemed to be at their 
best when between 4 and 5 years of 
age, 
and the planters endeavor to protect the 
beds for that length of time. Conscien­ 
tious oyster m e n — that is, men who a n 
not inclined to kill the goose that lay.- 
the golden egg — always return to the 
bed oysters that are too young, hut in 
case a patriarch 
is brought up, over 
whose shell the tides of from 
H to 19 
winters and sum m ers have ebbed and 
flowed, lie is sent to market, where he 
is put at the bottom of the heap and 
sold w ith his younger and more luscious 
companions.— P earso n ’s Weekly.

“ ‘ They have a manner of w alking 
on the forward part or ball of their 
feet,’ s a id one story, ‘ and this imparts 
to the body a graceful motion and a 
most bewitching swing of the haunches.' 
“ 
I traveled through the streets of 
Manila for nine days, eagerly looking 
for a f e m a l e ‘ type,’ that. 1 might d e­ 
scribe to my friends at home. Not one. 
A ll as ugly as sin. 1 am ready to believe 
that the graceful and attractive Filipino 
ia like the beautiful Indian maiden, 
who, since the death of Pocahontas, is 
nowhere to be found out ot Fenimore 
Cooper’s novels. 
The 
Filipino 
girls 
wear a costume that is especially adapt­ 
ed for that climate. 
Those who can 
afford it dress 111 thin, gauzy stuff, a 
diaphanous and iridescent fabric woven 
from silk and a mixture of the pineap­ 
ple leaf, 
it is called jusi, and yet a n ­ 
other fabric is known as ‘ pinta cloth.’ 
The Filipino girls wear their thick, 
black, 
glossy hair done up in rolls, 
much like the Chinese and Japanese 
women. 
On their feet are wooden slip­ 
pers, which click, click, click on the 
flagstones as they trip along the street, 
sometimes with ¡1 basket of something 
balanced on their heads and again with 
a huge Manila cigar between their iip^s 
stained red with betel nut.

T w o Filipino 
girls meet on 
the 
street, both bareheaded, as Filipino girls 
invariably are. 
One is putting a big c i ­ 
gar. G irl No. 1 says something in Span 
tsh to the other, who immediately re­

tween her lips, and hands tbo cigar to 
her friend.

‘ For chicken fighting, as every hod y 
mu-t know, has until recently been the 
national sport of the Filipinos.

ottiee, to be drown by two horses and 
to establish a system between West­ 
minster and the surrounding villages, 
covering a distance of 
80 miles, 
for 
$ 1,875 a year 
Tho plan was accepted 
recently. 
The wagon will be similar to the 
jp .«totticc wagons in use in the cities. 
The postman will start from Westmin­ 
ster in the morning and visit a number 
of small towns in the vicinity, collect­ 
ing and delivering mail en route. 
Any 
farmer living within two miles of the 
road along which the wagon passes w ill 
he allowed to place a hitter box at tho 
roadside, in which his mail can ho de- 
p<¡sited by the currier, and from which 
the cairier w ill take the outgoing mail. 
At several small places where there is 
no postoffice a number of boxes will 
be 
put up which will practically fonn an 
automatic postoffice. 
The inventor of tlie scheme w ill act 
as 
post in aster 
and will sell stumps, 
money orders, etc., stamp letters and 
assort them for the mails.
